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From the General Office 
The Next Half-Century 


~~ RECORD of Kappa Delta Pi during 
the half-century, 1911-1961, just 
closed has been a magnificent one. More 
than 165,000 have been elected to mem- 
bership in the 234 chapters, They have 
ranked high in scholarship, in desirable 
social attitudes, in devotion to the profession 
of teaching and the education of youth. 
These as teachers, have influenced mil- 
lions of American youth through their per- 
son-to-person teacher-pupil contacts. 

The influence of our Society extends 
far beyond its membership through . our 
quarterly magazine, THe EpucATIONAL 
Forum, which circulates widely to leading 
libraries and to educational leaders through- 
out the world, as well to the general 
reader. 

For thirty-three years the Society has 
published annually the Kappa Delta Pi 
Lecture Series, authors of which have been 
leaders in education and social thought. For 
each of the last five years it has awarded 
an annual grant of $5,000 to a scholar, 
chosen competitively, who has spent or will 
spend an entire academic year in a foreign 
country studying a phase of education, The 
results of the study have been or will be 
published in the International Education 
Monograph Series of the Society. 

This year, in a special volume, it pub- 
lished William Chandler Bagley: Stalwart 
Educator, a philosophical biography written 
by Dr. I. L. Kandel, as a memorial to the 
faculty founder of our Society. 

Regional conferences, presently under 
the leadership of Dr. Katherine Vickery, 
past Executive President and now Execu- 
tive Counselor of Kappa Delta Pi, have 


been sources of inspiration to our chapters. 


Perhaps most of all the local chapter edu- 


cational programs, planned by the two hun- 
dred and thirty-four units now comprising 
the Society, have provided educational stim- 
uli to their groups; their many local proj- 
ects, such as scholarships, have furthered 
the educational cause in our country. 

Just now an immediate project of the 
Society is to construct a national office build- 
ing. The purchase of a lot adjoining Pur- 
due University has been authorized by the 
Convocation and construction of a perma- 
nent home planned, Architects of Purdue 
University have been retained and they have 
prepared preliminary plans, A_ beautiful 
building, of which the Society may well 
be proud, is planned, It is imperative that 
the additional space and conveniences of 
such a building be provided. 

The Society has always been conserva- 
tive in its financial management and in the 
current building fund there is a total of 
$83,570.22, all of which is the accumula- 
tion of interest on the Society’s investments 
over the years. The Society expects to ex- 
pend $170,000 in constructing and fur- 
nishing the building. It is planned to raise 
the remaining $86,429.78 through the gifts 
of our members. When this building is pro- 
vided, Kappa Delta Pi will have a base 
from which an enlarged educational pro- 
gram can be projected and operated. If 
each member will respond to this challenge, 
as he is able, a debt-free building will soon 
be a reality. 

Physical equipment is necessary. Early 
returns on our campaign for funds are 
encouraging. Among the earlier gifts re- 
ceived three chapter pledges of $1,000.00, 
$214.00 and $200.00 respectively, and an 
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individual gift of $200.00. Frequent report 
of progress will be made. May we challenge 
the members of our Society to enlarged 
service to our great profession! We should 
aim to dedicate our building free of debt 
and then look forward to an even greater 
future in serving education, There could 
be no more opportune time than this for 
the Society to emphasize superior teaching 
which is today’s greatest need. 

While we are emphasizing the necessity 
of Kappa Delta Pi’s physical growth at 
this time, let us remember that this phase 
of the Society’s program is merely a means 


to an end—the goal being superior educa- 
tion for abundant living, spiritually as well 
as materially and physically. We are mem- 
bers of a “spiritual chivalry” at a time when 
tremendous progress in education in our 
country is in the offing. In all aspects of 
life Kappa Delta Pi must not only keep 
pace with educational events, but excel 
in its leadership, The program our Society 
projects demands our personal loyalty and 
our financial sacrifices, Provision of an ade- 
quate building is a necessity as a foundation 
of our future educational programs.

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In Memoriam 


Truman Lee Kelley 


T IME has taken its toll of prominent per- 
sonages of Kappa Delta Pi in the 
deaths of several longtime leaders, With 
the passing of Dr. Thomas C. McCracken, 
Executive President Emeritus in advisory 
capacity to the Executive Council, and Dr. 
Truman Lee Kelley, whose death occurred 
shortly afterwards, two of our educational 
leaders who held predominate positions in 
the origin and development of our Society, 
an era of its history has closed. 

Dr. Truman Lee Kelley was born at 
Whitehall, Michigan on May 25, 1884. He 
passed away on May 2, 1961 when he was 
nearing his seventy-seventh birthday, His 
undergraduate college education was re- 
ceived principally at the University of IIli- 
nois, where he was granted his diploma. He 
completed his work for the A.M, degree 
at the same institution in 1911, after which 
the Ph.D. was conferred on him by Colum- 
bia University in 1914. 

It was while he was a student of William 
C. Bagley’s at the University of Illinois 
that, along with Dr. Bagley, he was instru- 
mental in organizing a group of faculty 
members and students to be known as the 
Illinois Education Club. When the “fra- 
ternity” was incorporated in June, 1911, 
he was one of the signers of the Articles 
of Incorporation. He was chosen to mem- 
bership in the Laureate Chapter in Febru- 
ary, 1932, and served with distinction as 
a member of the Executive Council of the 
Society from 1948 to 1952 in the capacity 
of Laureate Counselor. 

Throughout his life he continued active 
in the Society’s affairs. He was a speaker at 
the Convocation at St. Louis in 1936 which 
celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary of

the Society and again at the Regional Con- 
ference at Chicago in 1961, recognizing its 
fiftieth year. 

As a leading American statistician and 
psychologist he served ably on the fac- 
ulties of Georgia Institute of Technology, 
Columbia University, University of Texas, 
Stanford University, and Harvard Univer- 
sity. An imposing array of other educa- 
tional positions which he held is listed in 
Who's Who in America. 

Among his publications are Educational 
Guidance, Mental Aspects of Delinquency, 
Statistical Method, The Influence of Nur- 
ture Upon Native differences, Interpreta- 
tion of Education Differences, Crossroads 
in the Mind of Men, Scientific Method, 
Essential Traits of Mental Life, The Kel- 
ley Statistical Tables, and Fundamentals of 
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Statistics. He was joint author of the Stan- 
ford Achievement Tests. 

After retirement he lived in Santa Bar- 
bara where he passed away.

A’ NATIONAL Executive Presipent of 
Kappa Delta Pi from 1924 to 1948, 
and as Executive President Emeritus (in 
advisory relationship to the Executive Coun- 
cil) from 1948 until his death on March 9, 
1961, Dr. Thomas C. McCracken served 
the Society for more than thirty-seven 
years. He played a leading role in the de- 
velopment of the society and for many 
years was probably its best-known represen- 
tative. His passing will be grieved by his 
multitude of co-workers and friends. In his 
own life he typified the ideals of the So- 
ciety and was indefatigably devoted to its 
development. . 

He was born in Bellefontaine, Ohio, 
January 5, 1876. After graduating from 
Monmouth College (cum laude), where 
he was a teaching fellow, he was granted 
the A.M. degree from Harvard in 1911 
and also the Ph.D. in 1918. For a year 
he was on the staff of the University of 
Utah. For eight years (1914-1922) he 
was Head of the Department of Education 
and the Dean of the Graduate School of 
Colorado State College, Greeley, Colorado. 
In 1922 he went to Ohio University, 
Athens, Ohio as Dean of the College of 
Education, an office he retained until re- 
tirement in 1946. From 1935 to 1946 he 
was Provost of the University. During the 
summer sessions of 1946 and 1947 he was 
a visiting professor in education at Washing- 
ton University (St. Louis, Missouri). For

Dr. Douglas E. Lawson, of Southern 
Illinois University, passed away suddenly 
on March 21 at Carbondale, Illinois. An 


He 
was awarded the doctor’s degree at the 
University of Chicago and served for six 
years as Dean of Southern Illinois’s College 
of Education. He wrote a volume School 
Administration: Procedures and Policies.

E. C. Shortt of Zeta Delta Chapter of 
Sul Ross Teachers College, Alpine, Texas 
who on leave of absence was serving this 
year with Unesco in San Paolo, Brazil, and 
Dr. John E. Dugan of Zeta Nu Chapter, 
Beaver College, Jenkintown, Pennsylvania.

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RESTRICTIONS ON MEMBERSHIP DUE TO RACE, RELIGION OR SEX 


Policy Statement 
of 
The Executive Council 


The following policy statement has been adopted by the Executive 
Council to guide its procedures as problems may arise in the chapters 
because of difficulties which sometimes occur in newly integrated 
situations. 


The Executive Council reaffirms the long established 
policy that there shall be no restrictions on member- 
ship in Kappa Delta Pi because of race, religion or 
sex. 


The Executive Council requires the membership to 
abide by this principle in selecting candidates for 
membership in the local chapters. 


Should a charge be made to the Executive Council 
that the membership of a local chapter has failed to 
abide by this principle, the Executive Council will in- 
vestigate the evidence. And should the evidence sub- 
stantiate the charge, the Executive Council will sus- 
pend the charter of the local chapter until such time 
as the Executive Council can be assured that the 
chapter will abide by the principle. 


In the event that circumstances beyond the control of 
the membership of the chapter prevent the initiation 
of a candidate who has been approved by the chap- 
ter, the Executive Council will assume the responsibil- 
ity for the initiation of the candidate. 
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tncE the last issue of THe Epuca- 
TIONAL ForUM was sent to our mem- 
bers and subscribers further work has been 
done on the details of planning Kappa 
Delta Pi’s building. Preliminary drawings 
have been prepared by Walter Scholer and 
Associates, the official architects of Purdue 
University. Our printers have reproduced 
an external sketch for this Supplement in 
which the main features of the building are 
indicated. Details of construction and fur- 
nishings of the building will be completed 
later. The building, as planned, is commo- 
dious and will meet the needs of the Society. 
for many years to come, though it is so ar-' 
ranged that an addition may be constructed, 
if necessary. 

Private offices are provided for the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary-Treasurer and his stenog- 
rapher; the Editor of the Kappa Delta Pi 
publications, with an adjoining office for his 
stenographer; and a large workroom for 
other clerical assistants and workers. Flexi- © 
ble movable partitions are planned, An en- 
closed space in the general work room will 
be set apart for the accountant’s use, Fire- 
proof vaults are included on the main floor 
and in the basement which will be entirely 
excavated to provide storage and additional 
rooms. A room will be arranged for sec-

retaries to provide facilities for coffee 
breaks, luncheons and a rest room. Tenta- 
tively, arrangements have been made for 
an elevator. 

The most handsome room in the build- 
ing will be a Founders Room which will 
be paneled, furnished with a large direc- 
tors’ table and suitable chairs. In it will be 
provided wall space for oil paintings of the 
founders, a frieze for photographs of past 
presidents, cases for THe EpUCATIONAL 
Forums and other publications of Kappa 
Delta Pi, and the display of memorabilia 
of the Society. This room will provide a 
comfortable meeting place for the Execu- 
tive Council and committees which may 
wish to hold their meetings at the national 
headquarters building. 

Ample parking space is assured. The en- 
tire building will be air conditioned and 
there will be sufficient ground surrounding 
it to make it possible to have attractive 
landscaping. 

Though the plans are still somewhat 
fluid and not entirely complete, it was 
thought that our members would wish to 
have a preliminary sketch of the building 
and to know the general plans for con- 
struction and furnishing, even though cer- 
tain aspects of planning may be changed.

Tennessee, April 15, 1961 


REGIONAL Kappa Delta Pi Conference 
A was held at Tennessee Polytechnic In- 
stitute, Saturday, April 15, 1961, with Eta 
Nu Chapter as host. 

Following the registration and social 
hour, the first general session convened, 
with Betty Carolyn Black, President of Eta 
Nu Chapter, presiding. After addresses by 
Dr. Charles J. Keene, Director of the 
Graduate School, Tennessee Polytechnic 
Institute, and Miss Billy Sue Connally, Na- 
tional Student Counselor, Kappa Delta Pi, 
the conference participants divided into four 
groups for a discussion period of approxi- 
mately two hours, 

Group I discussed the topic “Increasing 
the Effectiveness of Kappa Delta Pi on the 
Campus.” Robert Byrne of Alpha Phi 
served as leader, Verna Frey of Eta Nu 
was recorder, and Miss Ila Rooks of Beta 
Kappa was resource person. The following 
suggestions were made: 

(1) Keep a Kappa Delta Pi bulletin 
board in a conspicuous place on the campus. 

(2) Distribute news-letters to members, 
telling about new members and activities of 
the chapter. 

(3) Have informal dinner meetings so 
that students and faculty members can be- 
come better acquainted. 

(4) Make sure that Tue Epwtca- 
‘TIONAL Forum is in the library and en- 
courage all students to read it. 

(5) Use speakers from the surrounding 
areas, and make these special meetings open 
to all interested students. 

(6) Have faculty appreciation night. 

(7) Sponsor an all-campus graduate 
seminar. 

(8) Recognize student groups and in- 
dividuals on the campus who have been out- 
standing during the school year and invite 


them to be guests of the local chapter for 
at least one meeting. 

(9) Serve the college community and 
surrounding area by developing Kappa 
Delta Pi Speakers Bureau to provide pro- 
grams at civic clubs, PTA, and high school 
club meetings. 

(10) Encourage interest in cultural ac- 
tivities on the campus by using outstanding 
artists on certain programs and inviting all 
students to attend. 

(11) Set up an information bureau on 
available scholarships, loan funds, and stu- 
dent employment. 

(12) Sponsor F.T.A. Clubs in nearby 
high schools. 

(13) Entertain honor students in 
teacher education programs with an infor- 
mal reception at least once a year. 

Group II had as its topic: “Making 
Chapter Programs More Meaningful.” 
Martha Clayton of Delta Omega served 
as leader, Horace Uselton of Beta Kappa 
as recorder, and Mrs. Elise D. Barrette of 
Zeta Iota as resource person. This group 
made the following recommendations: 

(1) Give serious consideration to the 
choice of vice-president who is usually pro- 
gram chairman, 

(2) Plan programs for a quarter in ad- 
vance or for an entire school year, using a 
central theme. 

(3) Have joint meetings with other 
educational organizations. 

(4) Have open meetings and invite all 
interested students and faculty members. 
(5) Use foreign students as speakers. 

(6) Have speakers from various fields 
—art, music, science, etc. 

(7) Have exchange programs with other 
Kappa Delta Pi Chapters, and share pro- 
gram ideas with other chapters. 
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(8) Have panel discussions, using stu- 
dent teachers or beginning teachers. 

(9) Have superintendents, members of 
State Department of Education, and other 
prominent educators as speakers. 

(10) Have teas for members at the 
homes of faculty members. 

(11) Have annual picnic for summer 
quarter initiation. 

Group III concerned itself with the 
practical problem, “Exploring Means of 
Financing Chapter Projects.” Joyce 
Knowles of Eta Nu was leader, Nancy 
Plummer of Eta Rho was recorder, and 
Miss Margaret Pritchett of Alpha Phi was 
resource person. The following ideas were 
advanced : 

(1) Have Christmas Card and station- 
ery sales. 

(2) Have paperback book sales, (Profit 
on such sales is usually as much as twenty- 
five per cent. ) 

(3) Sell pneumatic cushions at football 
games, 

(4) Conduct white elephant auctions of 
services as well as materials. Enlist the co- 
operation of the faculty in offering their 
services. 

(5) Sell stuffed animals. (The Chapter 
at Florence State College stuffed a large 
lion and held a successful auction. ) 

(6) Sponsor halloween or spring carni- 
vals. 

(7) Sponsor food sales such as bake 
sales, sale of candy, sale of hot dogs in 
dormitories, pizza parties, hotcake and waf- 
fle suppers. 

(8) Operate concession stands at foot- 
ball, basketball, or baseball games. 

(9) Sponsor silver teas. 

(10) Have faculty skits or talent shows. 

Group IV dealt with the topic, “Main- 
taining Contact with Alumni.” Alice Beall 
of Beta Kappa served as leader, Vic Dur- 
rance of Alpha Phi as recorder, and Dr. 
Craig Sipe of Alpha Phi as resource person. 


The following suggestions came from this 
group: 

(1) Send news-letter to alumni mem- 
bers, both active and inactive, informing 
them of the various activities of the chapter 
and giving interesting news items concern- 
ing the alumni. 

(2) Urge seniors before graduation to 
keep in contact with college chapter. 

(3) Arrange evening meetings so that 
alumni members in the area can attend. 

(4) Plan occasional Saturday luncheons 
or breakfasts at regional Education Associa- 
tion Meetings for benefit of alumni. 

(5) Organize Alumni groups. 

(6) Invite alumni members to attend 
initiation ceremonies, social affairs honor- 
ing new members, and receptions for honor 
students on campus. 

(7) Make a determined effort to keep 
a personnel file on both active and inactive 
alumni members. 

Following the discussion period, the con- 
ference luncheon was held in the Tech 
Cafeteria with Joyce Knowles, Vice-Presi- 
dent of Eta Nu presiding. The address at 
the luncheon was given by Dr. Katherine 
Vickery, Executive Counselor of Kappa 
Delta Pi. She spoke upon the significant 
theme, “The Fiftieth Anniversary of Kappa 
Delta Pi.” 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
reports from the four discussion groups 
and to the conference summary which was 
given by Miss Billie Sue, Connally, Na- 
tional Student Counselor. A social hour 
concluded the conference.

Trenton State College Celebrates 
Society’s Fiftieth Anniversary 


FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY of the 
founding of Kappa Delta Pi on March 
8, 1911 at the University of Ilinois was 
celebrated at a dinner on Friday evening, 
April 21, 1961, at Trenton State College. 


This dinner also commemorated the thir- 
tieth anniversary of Gamma Zeta Chapter 
here at Trenton State College. 

The festivities began with a reception at 


Allen House Drawing Room prior to the 
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dinner, Special guests included five Kappa 
Delta Pi members from the first initiate 
group in 1931, four former presidents of 
Gamma Zeta Chapter, and’ alumni from 
various years, Guests taking part in the 
program were as follows: Dr. Edwin L. 
Martin, President of Trenton State Col- 
lege; Dr. Florence Stratemeyer, Professor 
of Education, Teachers College Columbia 
University; Dr. Roscoe L. West, Presi- 
dent Emeritus of Trenton State College; 
and Dr. Gerald Read, Executive Second 
Vice-President, Kappa Delta Pi. 

Following the dinner hour Dr. Florence 
Stratemeyer, who installed the Gamma 
Zeta Chapter at Trenton State College in 
1931, spoke in tribute to Thomas Cooke 
McCracken, Executive President of Kappa 
Delta Pi, 1924-1948. Dr. Stratemeyer 
elaborated on two aspects of Dr. McCrac- 
ken’s leadership. (1) He translated values 
and ideals into action. (2) His action was 
based on principle not merely expediency. 

Dr. Roscoe L. West, who served as 
President of Trenton State College for 
twenty-seven years, related some of his 
recollections of former programs of Kappa 
Delta Pi, He also commended Gamma 
Zeta Chapter for their activities which are 
open to the entire college population, 

The main dinner speaker was Dr. Ger- 
ald Read, Executive Second Vice-President 
of Kappa Delta Pi, whose topic was “In- 
ternational Leadership and Kappa Delta 
Pi.” Dr. Read spoke challengingly of the 
unfinished business in American education 
and the role Kappa Delta Pi can play in 
this. He pointed out that education has 
been increasingly made over into an instru- 
ment of national policy for education has 
been dealt with in terms of national survi- 
val from the kindergarten through the col- 


lege level. Dr. Read also feels we have de- 
veloped a utilitarian conception of gifted- 
ness and have lost sight of other significant 
ends of education. We must remember 
there are huge varieties of gifts. Dr. Read 
closed with the following main points con- 
cerning education and what it means to 
Kappa Delta Pi: (1) We must have na- 
tional leaders, (2) We must have interna- 
tional leadership, (3) We must define 
giftedness very broadly, and (4) The spir- 
itual obligation of man is to find talent in 
every field, physical, creative, intellectual, 
etc. The challenge to the members of 
Kappa Delta Pi is to help finish the unfin- 
ished business of education in the Ameri- 
can school. 

The anniversary celebration culminated 
with the awarding of the Kappa Delta Pi 
Honor Key to Trenton’s Gamma Zeta 
Counselor, Dr. Helen McCracken Car- 
penter. Dr. Carpenter has had many 
achievements both within her own subject 
field and with Kappa Delta Pi. She re- 
ceived her B.A. from Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity and her M.A. and Ed.D. from Co- 
lumbia; she has also completed further 
graduate work at Ohio State. In 1930, she 
was first initiated into the Alpha Alpha 
Chapter of Kappa Delta Pi at Ohio Wes- 
leyan University where she was later 
elected president. Ten of her thirty active 
years in Kappa Delta Pi were served as 
Gamma Zeta’s sponsor. As the author of 
the text Gateway to American History 
and Editor of the 42md Yearbook for the 
National Council on the Social Studies, Dr. 
Carpenter has received wide recognition in 
her field. She also served as a past president 
of the National Council. Gamma Zeta 
Chapter would like to take this opportunity 
to express their congratulations.

Kent Pirispury of Arizona State 
University, Tempe, Arizona, our 
fourth Fellow in International Education, 
will use the tite UNESCO Education in 
Action: A Field Study of the UNESCO

tional Institute at Hamburg and the Youth Insti- 
tute at Gauting in cooperation with the Unesco 
Education Department.
